They wiil be of the 
“one class” type, With passenger ac- 
commodation for 520 second, and 1,- 
200 third class, These new vessels 
jhave been named the “Missanbi” and 
lthe “Metagama.” Their length will be 
of 520 feet, greatest breadth 64 feet, 
while the breadth of the passenger 
deck will be 41 feet. Each veésel will 
have a dead weight eapacity of 7,950 
tons, With an approximate cargo cap- 
acity for 6,000 tons. The famous 
jeruiser stern, which fs the feature 
of the new Empress recenwy placed oa 
the Pacific coust, is being introduced 
and the new ships will also have six 
complete steel decks, In order to en- 
sure safety the hulls are to be sub- 
divided by water-tight doors and bulk- 
heads, so as to be capable of floating 
when three compartments are open. 


These water-tight bulkheads and 
doors will be automaticaily controlled 
from the biidge. The speed of each 
vessel will be 15 knots, with a 
draught of 27.5.

Early Day Railroad Travel, 

On Nov. 26, 1833, a car made the 
first trip over the Vortuge railroad. 
This was the most remarkable engl- 
neering undertaking of the time. The 
railroad was thirty-six miles long, ex- 
tending ucross the Allegheny moun- 
tains from Hollidaysburg to Jobns- 
town. There were ten inclined planes, 
five on each side of the mountains, 
Engines at the tup of each plane pulled 
up four cars at a time. ‘The ascent on 
the east side mensured 1,898 feet. | 
Then there was a tunnel of 870 feet 
and u descent of 1,172 feet on the 
western side. Passengers on canal 
boats entered the cars at Hollidays- 
burg and were carried over the moun- 
tains, embarking in other boats on the 
western side und thus continuing their 
journey to Pittsburgh. Later boats 
were built so that they could be tuken 
apart into three or four sections and 
placed on a car for the trip over the 
mountains.

Bir Edmund Walker's Commente— 
$1,600,000 Sent Out of Canada For 
Iron and Steel Products Alone 

One of the most widely noted fex- 
tures of the address of Sir Edmund 
of the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce, at the recent an- 
nual meeting of that institution, was 
his statement with regard to the large 


| proportion of Canada’s imports whicn 


consists of iron and steel in various 
forms, not only at raw materials but 
as manufactured goods. 

“The total value !s about $140,0°0.- 


! 000. He pointed out that in the main 
| these are articles used in buiiding, o: 


in equipping the country from the im 
port of foodstuffs and other rap dly 
perishing objects. At the same time 
he regretted that the greater pari ot 
these iron and steel goods is not made 


in Canada now, as certainly will be} 


the case in time. ‘To the extent to 
which, by making these goods in Can- 
ada, we could have lessened she debt 
represented by the securities we have 
sold to pay for the difference between 
imports and exports, we have burden- 
ed ourselves for a long time to come,” 
he added, continuing: “While work- 
men are busily engaged in other 
things, as they have been in Canada, 
it may be said that they are not avail- 
able for more work in iron and steel, 
but as soon as railroad and other 
building lessens in volume, not in the 


aggregate hut in proportion to other! 


industries, we may hope that we shall 


; be able to make In Canada the larger 
part of the iron and steel goods now’ 


imported. The increased output of our 
coal and iron mines, of our blast fur- 
uaces and of our manufactories, which 
would result, would be of inestimable 


} value to the country as a whole,” 


It is evident to every man who 
studies the iron and steel industry in 
Canada that no progress at all was 
made before a policy of direct en- 
couragement for these industries was 
adopted by the Government at Ottawa 
Within the past few years this en 
couragement has been dropped ingreat 
Measure and we have already seen 
one big institution go into the hands 
of the receivers, while rumors that one 
or two others will follow it are preva: 
lent. It is to be hoped that these 
are mere {idle rumors and will not be 
realized. The bad condition of the 
{ron and steel industry in Canada at 
present, coupled with the facts to 
which Sir Edmund Walker draws at- 
tention, should cause every Canadian 
to consider carefully how much the 
fron and steel industry 1s worth ts 
Canada, and whether he would advo- 
cate a policy which, {if it does not 
mean ruin, means the loss of a tre- 
mendous volume of business for Can 
adian mills and Canauian workmen 
There is no country in the history of 
the world that has ever achieved 
greatness that has not had within its 
own borders a prosperous and pro- 
gressive fron and steel industry. 


CANADIAN WHEAT IN STATES 


United States Needs Our Wheat For 
Export Milling Trade . 

The United States, notwithstanding 
reports to contrary, !s still a great 
exporting nation, as far as wheat |e 
concerned. Durning the past ten years 
United States’ exports of wheat have 
averaged 117,000,000 bushels per an- 
gum. This means that “Uncle Sam" 
exports every year an amoyat of 
wheat in excess of half the total 
Canadian wheat crop of 1913. It is 
certain, therefore, that any wheat he 
buys from Caneda will be used for 
export trade, whether sent out as 
wheat or flour. 

When we oome to consider milling 
of wheat in bond, we run up against 
eomething that the “free wheaters” 
seem completely to have overlooked. 
The Wilson tariff imposes on wheat 
imported from Canada a tax of ten 
cents a bushel when it is imported 
for domestic consumption, But when 
the wheat is milled in bond and the 
product exported, the miller recetves 
@ rebate of 99 per cent, of the duty 
In other words, on wheat im 
ported for export milling or manu 
facturing purposes the net duty 
amounts to but one one-hundredth of 
the regular impost, or ONE-TENTH 
OF A CENT PER BUSHEL, 

The Canadian grain grower whi 
sells tn the United States is, as wu 
have shown above, selling for manu 


facturing purposes, Under present

barrier of only one-tenth of a cent

Ability to ay Interest Charges De- 
pends on Productivity 


The President of the Bank of Mon- 
treal, in his address to the share- 
holders at the annual meeting early 
in December, emphasized | the fact 
that the balance of foreign trade has 
been heavily against Canada during 
the past decade. In the last six fiscal 
years imports exceeded exports in 
value up to $850,000,000, and this con- 
siderable gap has been made, in cer- 
tain quarters, the sub‘rct of adverse 
criticism of Canada. We cannot, 
moreover, .xpect to go on widening 
the gap between imports and exports 
indefinitely. The lesson to be taken 
from these remarks 13 that the ability 
to earn interest charges on our heavy 
borrowings from abroad must come 
from increased productivity in farm, 
factory and mine, etc. A good portion 
of our borrowings are for the Domin- 
fon Government, and our ability to pay 
the interest charges depends on a 
growing revenue. 

Canada's fiscal policy, during the 
past thirty years, has not only pro 
duced a revenue equal to all the 
claims of interest and sinking funds, 
but hac afforded incidental protection 
to manufacturing, an essential factor 
in our national development. A re 
duction in the tariff to-day would not 
only reduce Canada’s {ncome, but in 
so far as it resulted In increased im- 
ports would lessen the productivity 
of Canadian factories, and therefore 
reduce in the long run the earnings 
from productive undertaking, which 
are required to pay interest. 

Having in mind the serious con- 
dition in which the country has been 
placed during the past two years, the 
wisdom of disturbing the stability of 
Canada’s trad’ policy at the present 
| juncture is doubtful.

eountries? 

Those who claim that the tarif Is 
entirely responsible fer the high cost 
of living in the United States must 
explain away our higher cost. When 
the United States tariff comes down 
to the level of ours, will the cost of 
living in that country go up to ours?

The railway commission will ask 
the railway officials to speak to the 
question of requiring further and ad- 
ditiona) smoke consuming devices 
and the amplification of existing or- 
ders with a view to abating the 
smoke nuisance at terminals. 

About two years ago the board 
passed an order compelling railways

them to burn proper coal on their 
locomotives, and and also to have 
smoke consuming devices equipped 
in the round houses, Lately the 
board has received several com- 
plaints and as a result has decided 
to hear what the officials of 
roads have to say against the board 
passing a more stringent order.

Dyed Shoes Are Dangerous 

If you dye your brown boots black 
you may have to spend more money 
than if you Lought a dozen pairs of 
new boots. in many of these dyes 
are aniline colors, which are easily} 
absorbed by the open pores of the! 
feet, and the result may be a very 
severe type of blood poisoning. 

The latest case reported is that of 
a perfectly healthy young man who 
wore a pair of brown shes that had| 
just been dyed black and were not yet! 
dry. In tWo hours he became livid,| 
the lips bluish, the cars purple, the | 
nostrils retracted, the skin chilly and! 
the pulse 120 and weak. 

The doctors were puzzled until they 
saw the newly blacked shoes in a cor- 
ner Of the room where the young man 
had flung them in his :gony. After 
treatment the young man recovered, 
but he wanted no more of the shoes. 

In another case a young man put 
on a pair of shoes dyed in the same 
way, and, putting on no socks, mount- 


ed his bieyele. In fifteen minutes he 
was seized with nausea and fell faint- 
ing from his wheei. He was seriously 
ill for three’ days. 

The usual dye made for this pur- 
pose is aniline black in aniline oil, 
which is quickly absorbed by the} 
pores of the feet so constantly open.

| Vision of the day into twenty periods, 
called hores, instead of twenty-four

a half minutes—being the thousandth 
part of a day--as the gram and the 
meter are the thousandth part, re- 
| spectively, of the kilogram and kilo- 
meter. The chrones are further sub- 
divided into centichrones, the equiva- 
lent of a second. 

The deviser of the plan asserts 
that the new system would facilitate 
marine observations, besides simply: 
fying calculations of time generally.

Aerial League of the British

Plans are being made for the pro 
vision of aerial landing places 
throughout Great Britain. At first 
these ‘air’ ports will be situated at 
places where they are most needed 
by the services, but in course of time 
it is hoped to have forty or fifty dot- 
ted about the country.

In 1810 a priest, Miguel Hidalgo, 
rang the churck bell and called upon 
his people to throw off the yoke of 
foreign tyranny. A year later he was 
captured and shot, but the revolution 
continued until 1822, when Iturbide, 
a former Spanish official, but then a 
revolutionist, was procla'med emper- 
or of the independent monarchy, a 
year Jater « republic war established, 
and Quadalupe Victoria became the 
first president. 

Texas Quits Mexico 

In 1836 the Texans made good their 
separation from Mexico, and ten 
years later the United States army in- 
vaded the country, finding an easy 
conquest. Civil war followed and 
some of the European powers sent 
troops to protect the foreign citizens 
in Mexico. 

Later on, all but France withdrew 
their troops, and it was then that Na 
poleon III. unfolded his plan‘ for es- 
'tablishing a l'rench empire in Mexico, 
Iie persuaded the weak-willed Aus- 
trian Archduke Maximilian’ to ascend 
the throne with his wife, the now {n- 
sane Empress Charlotte, 

The Mexicans then overthrew’ the 
monarchy, captured and shot the em- 
peror and established another repub- 
lic. General Juarez, leader of the 
patriots, Lecame president. Upon his 
death, in 1872, Juarez was succeeded 
by. Lerdo de Trejada, who was ousted 
by Portfirio Viaz, in 1877. Diaz was 
succeeded by his friend, Manuel Gon- 
zalez, in 1880, who was, in turn, fol- 
lowed by Diaz again, the latter having 
changed the constitution limiting the 
terms a president might hold. 

Follow United States 

Che government {s patterned after 
that of the United States, having a 
president, vice-president, congress 
composed of iwWo houses, and a simi- 
lar system of judiciary. 

Mexico is one of the richest mining 
countries in the world, and has vast 
water, timber and agricultural re 
sources. It has becn largely develop 
/ed and exploited by foreign capital, 
with little or no advantage to the 
people at large. 

There are more than 16,000,000 in- 
'habitants, over 10,000,000 of whom
